Castor 
was killed instantly and a negro 
who was riding with him died s 
few hours later. A second negro 
companion of Castor's was unin- 
jured.

Castor 
had been drinking heavily for 
three manths. 

Castor, driving at the rate of 
40 miles an hour, tried to pass Mr. 
Lykes who was driving in the 
seme direction ,and in trying to 
right his car Castor cut bis wheels 
too sharply ‘and turmed his car 
over on the road without going io- 
to the ditch. The negro who was 
riding in the rumble seat was the 
one who escaped death.
